OLITICIANS AND ministers alike are often heard 

to say, “The future lies with the youth,” but 

who takes the responsibility to prepare youth 
for the future? Whenever Socrates returned to Athens, 
he always inquired after the welfare of her youth. When 
asked why, he said, “Because the future of Athens de- 
pends upon her youth.” These are the words of a well- 
known philosopher. “The destiny of a nation can be 
determined at any time by the opinions of her youth,” 
were the words of Goethe. Benjamin Kidd said, “Give 
us the young and we will create a new mind and a 
new earth in a single generation.” 

It is well said that the future lies with the youth, 
but she future of youth lies with us—the Church. It 
is our responsibility to chart its course and offer guid- 
ance. What kind of youth are we going to bequeath 
to the world is the question for today’s Church? 

There is more involved in our responsibility to young 
people than we might think. This is aptly set forth in 
the text. Judah’s care for the lad, Benjamin, determined 
not only the lad’s future, but also the future of Israel 
and the © ‘tie ones. 

ATTITUDE 

The attitude among many church members is one of 
passiveness. They are not willing to be responsible for 
the development of young people despite much talk 
about their importance. This is even displayed in the 
attitude of many clergymen. Each pastor stands in an 
enviable position to become a special friend and con- 
fidant of his youth. Personal interest in young people 
will go a long way toward settling their difficulties. 
The passive attitude of church-members causes one to 
stop and ask himself if young people are as important 
as people say they are? Not only do those who are 
working with young people ask this question, but teen- 
agers themselves are quick to detect the lack of interest 
for them among adults. 

I think it would be well for us to take notice to the 
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important role that youth has played in the development 
of our civilization. One writer said, “Great old men 
have usually been great young men.” Let us notice some 
of the accomplishments that youth has made in years 
gone by. Alexander Bell invented the telephone at twenty- 
five. Galileo discovered the law of the vibration of the 
pendulum at eighteen and became a professor at twenty- 
five. Joan of Arc led the armies of France at eighteen. 
William Jennings Bryan became a member of Congress 
at thirty-one. Alexander had conquered the known world 
at the age of thirty-two and wept because there were 
no more worlds to conquer. Oliver Cromwell had be- 
come a member of the British Parliament at twenty- 
nine. Gladstone became a member at twenty-three and 
Pitt at twenty-one. Oliver Cromwell was Prime Minister 
at the age of twenty-five. Abraham Lincoln entered the 
Illinois Legislature at twenty-five and Congress at thirty- 
eight. Alexander Hamilton wrote the Constitution at 
thirty and became Secretary-Treasurer of the United 
States of America at thirty-two. Napoleon was com- 
mander of the armies of Italy at twenty-seven, and the 
emperor of France at thirty. Tennyson wrote his first 
volume of poems at eighteen. John Calvin wrote his 
famous Institutes at twent-seven. Martin Luther be- 
came Professor of Philosophy at twenty-five. David Liv- 
ingstone began his career in Africa at twenty-seven. 
This is only an introduction to a catalog of young people 
who have made outstanding contributions to their coun- 
tries and to all living mankind. 


Judah took the attitude of an adult sponsor and 
volunteered to be responsible for the lad. Literally he 
sa.d, “Send the lad with me. I will be a surety for 
him; of my hand, shalt thou require him.” He was 
willing to be responsible even unto death if necessary. 
A passive attitude is a sin against the youth of our 
Church. “Do not sin against the child,” Genesis 42:22. 
The proper attitude was exemplified in Jacob of whom 
it is said, “His life is bound up in the lad’s life.” How 
beautiful is the picture of adulthood ferreting out the 
way for the stumbling lad to follow. 


The message of God to Hagar holds some valuable 
instruction for the Church. “Arise, lift up the lad and 
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hold him in thine hand; for I will make him a great 
nation and God opened her eyes and she saw a well 
of water; and she went and filled the bottle with water, 
and gave the lad drink. And God was with the lad 
and he grew.” The Church needs to arise to the task 
of developing and training its youth. It is very evident 
that the early Church, that is, the New Testament 
Church, spent much time in developing the young people. 
Phillip Schaff observed that in less than three hundred 
years after the death of the Disciple John, the whole 
population of the Roman Empire, which then represented 
the civilized world, was nominally Christianized. Dr. H. 
Clay Trumbull, in answer to Phillip Schaff’s observation, 
states that this was because the divinely approved and 
divinely instituted plan of child reaching and child 
teaching methods of Christian activity was adhered to 
by the Christians who lived in the first century. The 
proper attitude toward the development of the young 
people of our Church is indispensable to the survival 
of the faith of the Church. 


THE CHURCH MUST ENCOURAGE 


“Lift up the lad.” These words spoken to Hagar many 
centuries ago can be applied to the despondent youth 
of our day. Perplexing problems are facing the teen- 
ager. When he endeavors to plan his future, he is faced 
with the thought of war and the draft. He is forced 
to grapple with many uncertainties which tend to dis- 
courage him. Here is where the Church must help him 
to get the proper foundation of faith so that, no matter 
what happens, he has the assurance of Christ and the 
Church undergirding him. 

The Church must aid him in acquiring a real know- 
ledge of values. When he learns to properly evaluate 
things, he will understand the benefit of the eternal 
and the folly of the temporary. He will plan his life 
in the light of eternity and not in the light of this 
present life only. His life’s plan will include two worlds 
instead of just one. This is the only outlook that will 
insure present happiness and future bliss. 

Adolescence is a tender period of mixed emotions and 
must be dealt with in much understanding. Too often 
there is a tendency among adults to criticize young 
people rather than to understand their problems. It has 
been said, “Blessed are the men or women who can re- 
call when they were young. Blessed also are the adults 
who can see the world in which youth live as if they 
themselves lived in it.” Youth wants to be understood 
and warmly appreciate individuals who strive to under- 
stand them. One of the stock phrases among young 
people is, “My parents don’t understand me” or “Our 
pastor doesn’t understand young people.” Whether they 
be problems of arithmetic or courtship, they are real 
problems to young people. If one is not willing to take 
the problems of young people seriously, he can never 
gain their affection and respect. 


YOUTH’S PLACE IN THE CHURCH 

The program in most churches is adult-centered, and 
the question is asked, “What place should youth occupy 
in the Church?” Jesus gave proper recognition to youth, 
“And Jesus called a little child unto Him, and set him in 
the midst of them.” Jesus made youth the focal point 
of the entire congregation. The Master Teacher knew 
that to build for the future was not to neglect the 
present. Any church that gives the proper place in its 
program to young people will appeal to older folks as 
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well. While it is true that the youth are the Church 
of tomorrow, what would the Church do without them 
today? They have a vital part to play in today’s Church. 
The feeling that youth is the Church of tomorrow con- 
tributes greatly to the delinquency on the part of the 
Church to prepare a program for the present. 

Andrew said to the Master, “There is a lad here.” 
I say to the Church, “We have a lad here, not tomorrow, 
but now; not in the future, but today.” What part 
is he to play? It is up to us to show him the way. 
Little did the fifteen thousand listeners that crowded 
Jesus think that the lad with his five loaves and two 
fishes could do more than feed four or five hungry 
bystanders. In modern language, he was the Church 
of tomorrow but Andrew found a place for him in the 
Church of today. When he was introduced to the Master, 
the Master used him to bless the multitude. The lad 
had a potential, and the Master found a place for him 
to use it. 

WIN THEM 


Millions of dollars are spent annually to give secular 
education to the youth of America, but youth needs 
more than education. With all of the educational ad- 
vantages of this age, crime rises and juvenile delin- 
quency increases. Yes, youth needs more than education. 
Youth needs saving. 

More emphasis should be placed on youth evangelism 
in the Church. Most of our evangelistic efforts are adult- 
centered; yet, the largest number of converts are youth. 
No one can study the history of revivals and’ not be 
made conscious that most of the people came to Jesus 
Christ during their teens. A minister has only to take 
a survey in his immediate congregation to realize that 
youth is the most fruitful section of his vineyard. There 
are many reasons why the Church is losing sixty-five 
per cent of the girls and seventy-five per cent of the 
boys before they reach the age of sixteen. The main 
reason is that we haven’t brought them to a saving 
knowledge of the Lord Jesus Christ. Special efforts, such 
as youth revivals, observance of National Youth Week, 
and evangelistic emphasis in the Sunday School, would 
aid the Church in winning them to Christ. 


HOLD THEM 


God told Hagar, “Lift up the lad and hold him in 
thine hand.” The development of a convert, whether 
he is a youth or otherwise, is a major task of the 
Church. Youth cannot be dealt with as adults because 
they have not reached that stage of development, 
physically, mentally, and spiritually. A Church that does 
not win and hold its own boys and girls can never 
to any great degree reach the masses outside the Church. 

Most young people have difficulty in getting established 
in Christ. They must be taught not to commit sin, but 
when they are overtaken they must know that they have 
an Advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous, 
“If any man sin, we have an advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous,” 1 John 2:1. This Scripture 
literally means that if anyone sins and will confess 
his sin, Jesus Christ will, through His shed blood, plead 
His cause to the Father and reinstate him. So many 
young people give up because they do not know the 
provision God has made through the shed blood of His 
Son, Christ Jesus. We must teach them the Word. Here 
is where the Church has made a grave error. They

to Christ, our work in the interest of that 

young person is not ended. Rather, it is just 
started. If we, as a Church, fail to provide Christian 
social activity for our young people, we shall continue 
to lose some of them. One of the greatest present- 
day needs is to give our youth the assistance they 
need in planning good times which are proper and 
suitable for Christian young people. This becomes espe- 
cially important when we realize that young people 
possess certain urges which are natural. Some of these 
are the urge for security, the urge for new experiences, 
the urge for social response, and the urge for adventure. 
The responsibility the Church must assume in provid- 
ing satisfaction for these natural urges is by no means 
minor. One of the means by which the Church can 
do this is through a well planned and closely supervised 
weekday activities program. 


W HEN WE, AS A Church, win a young person 
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The Objectives of Youth Weekday Activities 


It has been stated that young people have six basic® 


needs. They need to: 
find God 
find themselves 
find a life’s mate 
find society and their relationship to it 


find Christian society—the Church— and their 
relationship to it. 


It is the aim of the National Youth Department of 
the Church of God to provide a weekday activities 
program for the local churches that will do much to- 
wards meeting the needs mentioned above which are 
present in the life of every young person. 


The Need for Caution 


In planning a weekday activities program, one rule 
in particular becomes the controlling factor. That rule 
is: “We must put Christ in the youth weekday activities 
program.” Any activity planned for our young people 
which would not be pleasing to our Saviour is wrong 
and should not be sponsored by the Church. However, 
fun of the right kind for our youth is urgently needed 
and must be provided by the Church if we are to keep 
our young people from turning to worldly amusements 
as the-source of their social and recreational activities. 


What a Youth Weekday Activities Program in the Church 
Will Do 


A program of this type will accomplish two important 
tasks: (1) hold the young people who are presently 
coming to our church and (2) attract young people 
outside the church who do not know the Lord. The 
pleasant fellowship and good times these young people 
will experience will cause them to keep coming to the 
church until such time as the Word of God finds its 
way into their hearts and souls. When we consider this 
means of winning youth to Christ, can we not properly 
consider youth weekday activities as another door to 
youth evangelism? 


Youth Leaders Are Needed 


A prayer that is constantly on the hearts of our 
National Youth Leaders is that God will give us men 
and women in the local churches who will consecrate 
and dedicate their lives to youth leadership. The greatest 
danger to the success of our new youth program is the 
lack of proper youth leadership on the local level. Lea- 
ders of young people’s activities should be consecrated 
men and women who possess charm, tact, a real love 
for young people, and an understanding of young people 
and their ways and problems. 


Planning the Youth Weekday Activities Program

The Youth Weekday Activities Program 


To effectively sponsor a weekday activities program, 
it is suggested that a yearly program, month by month, 
be planned. A theme should be chosen for each month, 
around which the activities are centered. 


The yearly program, of course, should be changed 
from year to year. The program will also, of necessity, 
have to be adapted to the general program of the local 
church. 

The successful sponsoring of a youth weekday program 
requires efficient committee work. The following com- 
mittees are important: Location Committee, Transporta- 
tion Committee, Refreshment Committee, Devotional 
Committee, and Program Committee. Not only do these 
committees have an important function, but they also 
provide duties for the young people. “We must use young 
people, or we wil lose them.” 

A yearly program of youth weekday activities should 
be planned with care so that it will not be lacking 
in youth appeal and interest. 


The seasons of the year are suggestive as to the type 
of activity to be planned. The winter months provide 
opportunity for invigorating winter hikes. A theme such 
as “Operation: Wintertime” may be chosen. November 
and December provide opportunity for holiday activities 
with themes such as “Pilgrim Party” and “Christmas 
Festivities.” The spring and fall seasons provide many 
occasions for a fish fry, a steak fry, wiener roast, 
hikes and so on. A theme for one of the spring activities 
might well be “Fishermen’s Holiday” which would pro- 
vide a Saturday afternoon fishing trip for the young 
people. The summer mgnths provide splendid opportunity 
for much outdoor activity. For instance, one month 
may be designated “Campfire Time.” A hamburger fry 
may be held, followed by group singing around the 
campfire. Summertime also provides an opportunity for 
week-end camping trips. 

There are many weekday activities which may be 
planned for young people. The important factor to be 
remembered, however, is that the activity must be appeal- 
ing to youth. This can be accomplished by the selection 
of an appropriate and clever theme for the occasion, 


.) carried out to the extent that it is reflected in the 


decorations for the occasion and even in the menu. 
The menu for a Valentine’s Day activity might call for 
cherry tarts and milk. 

Graduation time also suggests an activity which can 
be planned especially in honor of the high school 
graduates of the local church. In cases where there 
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are only two or three graduates, several churches on 
a district might sponsor this activity collectively. The 
theme for the month might be “Honoring the Graduate.” 

Still another suggestion for weekday activities is of- 
fered. A particular country might be selected as the 
theme. In the winter months, the theme “Alaskan Ex- 
pedition” might be used. Films or filmstrips-of Alaska 
can be shown. A brief report of our missionary work 
in Alaska can also be given. The decorations would also 
be in keeping with the Alaskan theme. During another 
month of the year, the theme “Mexican Fiesta” could 
be chosen, and the activities planned accordingly. 

To mention only a few of the many other weekday 
activities which can be successfully worked into a church 
program, we call attention to the Lamplighters Club, 
Bible Clubs in the public schools (supervised by an 
interested Christian teacher) scenic trips and trips to 
museums, zoos and so forth; youth game nights and 
church-sponsored athletic competition. 

Youth weekday activities is what might well be termed 
a new field of activity for the young people of the 
Church of God, and to assist the local churches in 
successfully carrying out this program, a calendar of 
youth weekday activities has been prepared. A copy 
of this calendar may be secured by writing the National 
Youth Department. 

Young people are normally social creatures and the 
Church, of necessity, must provide for their interest. 
There is no need to fear that unpleasant situations will 
arise in this type of program or that worldliness will 
find its way into our program if the activities are 
planned and supervised by consecrated youth leaders. 

We will hold our young people in the Church, and we 
will win other young people to our Church when we 
plan weekday activities that include Christ and that 
meet the needs of our youth.

It has been stated by George E. 
Sweazy in Effective Evangelism that 
evangelism is “every possible way of 
reaching outside the church to bring 
people to faith in Christ and member- 
ship in His Church.” 

Churches should win the children 
and young people—as a matter of fact, 
if a church does not win them, it 
will not win anybody much. When a 
child is converted you win a soul and 
a whole life to Christ. 

The Church has been awakened to 
the fact that Youth Camps are a very 
effective method of introducing and 
ss boys and girls and young 
people with Christ. Not only do they 
become acquainted with Christ but 
they learn how to grow in Him and be- 
come fruitful Christians. Christian liv- 
ing is made real to them as they see 
Christ manifested daily in the lives 
of the camp officials, camp counselors, 
and fellow campers. Christian living is 
workable at play and work, which is 
proved in Youth Camp as the campers 
participate in the various camp ac- 
tivities. 

The initial purpose of Youth Camp 
and its workers is evangelism. Reach- 
ing the lost is placed as the first te 4 
in the process of evangelism but Yout 
Camp does not lose sight of those 
other steps which lead to happy vic- 
torious living. We must rear a genera- 
tion of Christian youth if we are to 
save America. It should always be re- 
membered that prayer is the basic 
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evangelistic method, upon which all 
others depend. 


EACH CAMPER—A SOUL WINNER 


Youth Camp offers golden oppor- 
tunities for personalevangelism.Chris- 
tian lives are never mass produced. It 
is the personal witnessing and influ- 
ence that causes the life to become 
established in Christ. 

One of the glories of being a Chris- 
tian is that every child of God can be 
a soul winner. The general theme of 
Christ’s messages was witnessing. Op- 
portunities for witnessing are con- 
tinually given at Youth Camp on the 
playground, in the class, at the din- 
ing hall, and in the cabin. 

It is necessary to approach youth 
through intimate and understanding 
friendship. They are hungry for inti- 
mate and satisfying friendship. They 
will respond to Christ as eternal Friend 
when he is revealed to them as worthy 
of their full trust and their obedience. 


“As parents, we were quite con- 
cerned about our 12 year old daugh- 
ter,” one Mother remarked. “We had 
talked with her about giving Christ 
her life but we were unsuccessful. The 
Sunday School teacher had not been 
able to bring her to a decision, either. 
This summer we sent her to the camp 
being sponsored by the Church. When 
Sharon saw all the other girls and boys 
who were Christians, she was moved 
to accept Him as her Saviour. The 
thing that influenced her most was 
a little friend who talked with her 
about accepting Christ.” 

Sharon, just like many others, was 
introduced to Christ by one of her own 
age who knew her problems and dif- 
ficulties. If Christ was real te them, 
Sharon was convinced He would be 
real to her. 


COUNSELORS AS EVANGELISTS 


The Cabin Counselor plays a great 
part in camp evangelism. The Counse- 
lor directs cabin devotions and is also 
in continual contact with his assigned 
group. Each child is different and must 
be dealt with as an individual in many 
instances that pertain to camp living 
as well as salvation. 

There is the pupil whose religious 
training has been neglected and will 
therefore need wise and earnest coun- 
sel from the Counselor in addition to 
the appeals that may come to him 
from the classes and night evangelis- 
tic services. The Counselor may have 
opportunity to clear up doubts and 
uncertainties by illustrations from his 
own religious experiences and bring 
ao to complete surrender to 
Christ. 


There should never be a suggestion 
encouraging the postponement of a 
decision to some future time. God’s 
time for evangelism is now! 

In the group, another type of pupil 
will often be found who will need the 
personal attention of the Counselor to 
clarify doubts and preplexities that 
have arisen in the normal develop- 
ment of his Christian experience. Per- 
haps he has fallen into some unchris- 
tian conduct which has dimmed 
his spiritual insight. He must be 
brought face to face with the Christ 
with a faith in Him that banishes all 
doubts and perplexities and causes him 
to be an overcomer. 

The camper needs to find an ad- 
equate channel for the expression of 
his moral and spiritual energies. The 
Counselor is able to give direction in 
matters of this nature also. 

The Counselor’s opportunities for 
evangelism are unlimited.

The night evangelistic service de- 
pends much on the witnessing of the 
day. The three thousand people who 
believed on Christ at Pentecost were 
a result of the personal witnessing of 
the Christians before Pentecost. Peter’s 
message climaxed it. Thus the night 
message at Youth Camp climaxes the 
witnessing of the day. 


Since the congregation is made up 
of campers, they feel their responsi- 
bility to vy part of the service. It 
is wonderful see them worship and 
it is certainly a blessed sight to see 
hem helping a friend pray through 
to a definite experience during the 
altar service. 
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Since the night evangelistic service 
is the climax of the day’s witnessing, 
every care should be taken to make 
it effective. Every portion of the ser- 
vice should be prayerfully and care- 
fully arranged. Souls are valuable 
treasures. We cannot afford to lose 
a one. Each song and message must 
be directed to the camper and his 
spiritual need. 

It should be made clear to the seek- 
er of Christ that he is seeking Christ 
and not some particular feeling. In 
other words, he should be taught that 
the genuineness of his own surrender 
to Christ and the sincerity of his pur- 
pose to live in loyal allegiance to 
Christ is the vital need; the matter of 
feeling will take care of itself. 

It is great to kneel with a soul who 


has been convicted of sin and give 
the Word of God that makes him 
wise unto salvation, to pray with him 
and to hear him pray the prayer of 
repentance, and to know he has passed 
from death unto life. Then we get 
something of the feeling of Christ 
when He said, “I. have meat to eat 
that -ye know not of.” 





Therefore, my beloved brethren, be 
ye steadfast, unmovable, always a- 
bounding in the work of the Lord, 
forasmuch as ye know that your la- 
bour is not in vain in the Lord, 1 Cor- 
inthians 15:58. 
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HIS YEAR the National Youth 

Department is promoting the 

observance of National Youth 
Week in the local churches throughout 
the nation. 

The purpose of National Youth Week 
is to give special emphasis to the local 
Y.P.E. and to encourage young people 
everywhere to renew their consecra- 
tion to their Saviour by: 

1. Winning other young people to 

Christ . 

2. Securing new members for the 
local Y.P.E. 

3. Strengthening the relationship in 
the church between the young 
people and the adults 

4. Enlarging their fields of activity 
in the interest of the church 

5. Increasing the church’s appeal to 
the young people 

Though, perhaps, unintentional on 
the part of the church, in the past 
our young people have felt that little 
has been provided for their special 
interest in the Church’s program—no 
great effort has been put forth to give 
young people special recognition. 

National Youth Week has been de- 


signed to convince our young people ~ 


that the Church is vitally interested 
in them to the extent that a special 
week is being observed in their be- 
half. This special observance will also 
call to the attention of the Church 
the renewed interest their youth will 
have in the Church and its program 
when given a special opportunity to 
participate. 

The theme for the Church of God’s 
first National Youth Week is: “Plant- 
ing Time.” This theme was chosen in 
keeping with the season of the year 
during which National Youth Week is 
observed. The entire activity has been 
built around sowing and planting the 
Word of God in the hearts and lives 
of young people everywhere. 

In order to have a successful Na- 
tional Youth Week observance, a pro- 
gram of preparation was instituted. 
The first week in April was termed 
as the week to “get the equipment in 
shape.” This involves organizational 
work, brief prayer services each night, 
distribution of publicity material and 
so forth. 

The second week in April was 
termed as the week to “prepare the 
field.” The important feature of this 
week of preparation was the home- 
visitation work carried on by the 
various youth-visitation teams. Every 
effort was put forth to visit inactive 
young people and to invite new young 


people to the church services during 
National Youth Week. 
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The third week in April is the actual 
observance of “National Youth Week” 
or “planting time.” Youth evangelistic 
meetings will be conducted each night. 

The services of the entire week will 
be directed by the youth of the 
church: youth leader, youth song 
director, youth pianist and so on. Each 
night of Youth Week will have a 
special designation: 

Monday—Bring Your Friend Night 

Tuesday—Lamplighters Club Night 

Wednesday—Youth Missions Night 

Thursday—Goodwill Night 

Friday—Youth Dedication Night 

Saturday—Youth Fellowship Night 

Sunday—Youth Day 

With a program planned each night 
in keeping with the above designations, 
with a night evangelistic sermon de- 
signed especially to reach young people 
and with a brief social activity planned 
each night before or after the youth 
service, the interest shown in our first 
National Youth Week observance will 
be gratifying to pastors, laity, parents 
and the young people themselves. The 
week promises to be characterized by 
spirituality, excitement, and special 
youth appeal. 

The week following National Youth 
Week has been designated “Looking for 
the Harvest” time. The inactive young 
people who once again wil! start to 
your church are not to be forgotten! 


Neither should the young people who 
have come to your church for the 
first time during National Youth Week 
be forgotten. 

A Youth Visitation Team will visit 
them following National Youth Week— 
not. only once or twice, but as often 
as is necessary to establish them as 
church-going and Christ-believing 
young people. 

Assistance From National Office 

Each local church has received a 
“National Youth Week” packet. In- 
cluded in this packet was an attractive 
poster which has already found its 
place on the bulletin board of 
churches throughout the nation. An 
instruction booklet for pastors and 
local Y.P.E. Presidents, giving details 
on the observance of National Youth 
Week, was also a part of the packet. 
Will National Youth Week Be a Success 


in Your Church? 
There is no reason why it shouldn’t 


be. The young people of every local 
church are ready and anxious for a 
week of special services, designed espe- 
cially for them. The success of Nation- 
al Youth Week in each local church 
depends on how much the local 
church is interested in its youth. 

If it is interested enough to plan 
for and sponsor National Youth Week, 
we believe God will grant the success 
all of us anticipate.

— The Answer to an Apparent Need — 


O LONGER is the National 
Youth Department without a 
definite answer to the requests 
often received for aid in providing an 
organized program of social and rec- 
reational activity in the Church for 
boys, girls, and zone, Dene. Now, it 
is a great pleasure answer these 
requests by pointing to the church- 
sponsored Lamplighters Clubs—the 
real answer to many of the youth 
needs in the local church. 
Contrary to the thought that might 
go flashing through the minds of many 
hat club means an activity designed 
solely for fun and recreation (and 
young people, must, of necessity, have 
these), the Lamplighters Clubs have 
been planned as a means towards the 
spiritual and social development of 
young people. Not only are these the 
desired aims, but, as will be pointed 
out later, there are other benefits 
young people will receive as a result 
of the Lamplighters Club project. 
The Lam ters Clubs (there are 
provisions for three clubs in each 
church: Senior Lamplighters Clubs for 
young people 12-15 years of age; 
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Junior Boys’ Lamplighters Clubs for 
boys, 8-12 years of age, and Junior 
Girls’ Lamplighters Clubs for girls, 8- 
12 years of age) provide for young 
people what every alert pastor, every 
parent and every youth leader know 
our young people need and must have. 
Consider with me these benefits 
which are offered by our clubs: 


Social Development of Young People 


The degree of association children 
and young people have with each 
other contributes much to their proper 
and normal social development. Work- 
ing together on various handicraft 
pro. gees seagelaree to accept suggestions 

being privileged to offer a 
tions, learning to share working ls, 
and learning to work on schedule are 
all experiences which will develop 
traits in young people that will be of 
ee benefit to them later in 

e. 

To be allowed to take hikes and 
trips with the group builds a certain 
degree of self-dependence and self- 
confidence in young people. To be 
engaged in church-sponsored and 


church-supervised recreation allows 
them the privilege of learning the real 
meaning of true sportsmanship—a les- 
son that, if well-learned, will apply 
not only on the athletic or recreational 
field but throughout the young people’s 
entire lives. 


Spiritual Development of Young People 


The spiritual development of any 
person—not only young people—can 
be accomplished principally by two 
means—prayer and Bible reading. 
These two means are employed in the 
Lamplighters Club activities. To attain 
higher ranks, the club members must 
read specified areas of the Bible. They 
must memorize certain Scriptures such 
as the Ten Commandments, the Be- 
atitudes, the Declaration of Faith, and 
the prominent teachings of the 
Church of God. Each club session is y 
opened with devotions conducted by 

fferent club members. 

Opportunity to allow their Chris- 
tianity to become practical is provided 
in the club’s advancement system. cer-@® 
tain good will geen such as running 
errands for sick people, mowing the 
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lawns of the aged and so forth, with- 
out charge, are a few of the require- 
ments club members must perform 
before advancement to higher rank 
is given. 

How many Christians do we have 
today who can say that they have 
won a soul to Christ since being con- 
verted? The number of people who 
can say this is not great. The Lamp- 
lighters Club is designed to assist in 
making our — real soul 
winners by witnessing to others about 
Christ and leading other young people 
to Christ. Witnessing and leading 
others to Christ are some of the re- 
quirements club members must meet 
before they can attain a higher posi- 
tion in the club. 


Leadership Training for Young 
People 


Many of our adult Christians today 
would have been so thankful had they 
had the opportunity for leadership 
training in their youth. Young people 
today, through the medium of the 
Lamplighters Clubs, are given oppor- 
tunity for self-development in leader- 
ship. While the training they receive 
through the club activities cannot be 
termed ample and adequate leader- 
ship in the terms many classify leader- 
ship training today, nevertheless it is 
a type of training which can be bene- 
ficial to our youth.

a Y.P.E. service, our young people are 
obtaining experiences in the field of 
Christian leadership which can be a 
stepping stone towards greater leader- 
ship training. 

Shall we stop here? If we should, we 
feel that what we have mentioned 
above would be reason enough to in- 
spire every church in our entire move- 
ment to sponsor a Lamplighters Club. 
Yet, there are even more benefits that 
our young people can experience from 
the club activities. 

Additional Club Benefits 

Each club member is privileged to 
wear the very attractive blue and 
yellow sweater emblem. On this em- 
blem are the words: “Church of God 
Lamplighters Club.” The color of the 
flame on the emblem changes as ad- 
vancement in rank is made. This em- 
blem does more than identify the 
young people as club members. It 
identifies them as Church of God 
young people. 

The club activity, as offered by our 
Church to our young ople, assures 
them that we, as a Church, are in- 
terested in their future, and that we 
have provided them with this club 
project in answer to their cry, “What 
does the Church offer us by way of 
special activities?” 

Pledges to the American flag, the 
Christian flag, and to the Bible are 
given by the club members at each 
club session. These pledges serve to 
remind our youth of their duty to 
God and country. They also serve to 
remind our youth that there is much 





in America for which they, as young 
people, can be thankful. The Lamp- 
lighters Club, when given an oppor- 
tunity to do so, contributes its share 
toward making the young people of 
our Church better American citizens. 

The Lamplighters national theme 
song is also sung at each club meeting. 
Anyone who has even the slightest 
appreciation for music will respond to 
this spirited and militant theme song: 


“Church of God Lamplighters are we, 
And we're ready of service to be; 

We will strive to do right, 
Spreading beams of light, 

So that ev’ry one can see. 


“We will read the Bible and pray, 
We will do some good deed each day;

THE CHURCH’S RESPONSIBILITY TO

have sought to hold young people through inspirational 
services alone, but, when they face the real problems 
of every day life, something more than inspiration is 
needed. 

What is spirituality? To this question, I would receive 
various and sundry answers, but to me one of the best 
indications of spirituality is a compassionate attitude 
toward an erring soul. “Brethren, if a man be over- 
taken in a fault, ye which are spiritual, restore such 
an one in the spirit of meekness; considering thyself, 
lest thou also be tempted.” Galatians 6:1. Some people 
seem to feel that it is a mark of real spirituality to 
magnify the faults and:errors of other church members 
especially the young people; instead, it is the responsi- 
bility of the Church to restore the erring young people 
of the Church. 

If some adults would admit it, they have had to be 
restored since they became Christians. Of course, many 
of them beseech God quietly in their secret closets at 
home while many of the young people make the matter 
of restoration public; thus, it is magnified by some. 

It is the responsibility of the Church to teach its 
youth how to live a victorious life. 


TRAIN THEM 


Training in the American home has sunken to a low 
degree. Few young people have the testimony of Timothy, 
“And that from a child thou hast known the holy 
scriptures, which are able to make thee wise unto sal- 
vation through faith that is in Christ Jesus,” 2 Timothy 
3:15. Timothy was taught and trained around a family 
altar. He was raised against a background of Christian 
faith which dwelt in his grandmother, Lois, and his 
mother, Eunice. For the most part it is not so today. 
Training in almost every field except real Christian 
living is offered to this generation. This generation has 
become specialists in mechanics and techniques, but how 
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to live a victorious life for Christ it knows not. 

The chief concern of the early Hebrews was to train 
their youth. Any community where there were as many 
as twenty-five young boys was compelled to have training 
classes. Of course, these classes were studies in the 
Scriptures. A review of the commands of Moses will 
reveal the importance that was placed upon training 
young people. “Only take heed to thyself and keep thy 
soul diligently, lest thou forget the things which thine 
eyes have seen, and lest they depart from thy heart 
all the days of thy life: but teach them thy sons, and 
thy sons’ sons,” Deuteronomy 4:9. “And these words, 
which I command thee this day, shall be in thine heart: 
And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou walkest by the way, and when thou liest 
down, and when thou riseth up,” Deuteronomy 6:6, 7. 
The Israelites used various methods in the teaching and 
training of their youth. During the seven days of the 
Feast of Tabernacles they would dwell in booths made 
from the boughs of goodly trees and branches of the 
palm and willow trees. This visual aid was used to show 
their children how they dwelt in booths when they were 
brought out of the land of Egypt. (Leviticus 23:42) 
Twelve stones were taken from the midst of Jordan 
and set up in Gilgal. All of this was done as an object 
lesson for the young people so that when they should 
ask, “What mean ye by these stones?” the parents could 
relate to them the story of the crossing of Jordan with 
the Ark of the Covenant of the Lord and God’s miraculous 
power. These and various other methods were used 
among the early Israelites in the training of their youth 
for future service. 

We shall face God for how we have dealt with our 
youth. When it seemed that Benjamin would be held in 
custody in Egypt, Judah was willing to abide in his 
stead for he said; “How shall I go up to my father, 
and the lad be not with me?” My question to the Church 
is, “How shall we come before the Father in heaven 
and our young people be not with us? How shall we 
face the Father with our young people lost?”

Prior to National Family Week, have a series of messages on the place of the Bible in the Christian. home and 
the value of the family altar. Plan for a decision service for those who will establish a family altar in their homes. 


Prepare a series of family devotions correlated with the pastor’s sermon series prior to as well as following National 
Family Week. 


During the month of April, arrange for a display in the church of books, pamphlets, tracts and other literature 
which would be suitable for the family altar. 


Send National Family Week post cards to your entire church membership and church friends. Encourage your 
young people to make posters to be displayed in the church and in the community. 


On prayer meeting night, encourage the families to come as a family. A special children’s prayer meeting might 
be conducted later in the evening.

THE FAMILY 
Plan to attend all the services of the church as a family, sitting together. 
Plan to spend at least one night at home with every member of the family présent and doing something together. 


For family devotions we would suggest: Let the Word of God be the center of family worship—not books about 
the Bible, but the Book itself. Let the Bible reading be clear, earnest, brief, and attended by a few appropriate re- 
marks and practical applications. Strive for variety. Try weaving in other portions of the Bible, perhaps some of 
the memory verses. Be quiet in spirit and reverent in attitude. Never permit argument, strife or bickering at family 
worship. Praying should be brief and to the point. Earnest prayers rather than- long prayers should be the aim. 
rhe ee gag invite friends to share in your family worship. The larger fellowship will prove most refreshing 
and stimulating. 


The see and wife should plan to pray together in private devotions, apart from the rest of the family, 
regularly. 


Prepare a “Prayer Request” record book. Along with the special listings have pictures of the missionaries to help 
the children in being more personal in their praying. 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Plan a Parent-Teacher’s meeting with a discussion on the relationship of the Sunday School to the home. A 
Family Night program of fellowship would also be very profitable. 


Use the theme, “Building With the Bible in the Home” for your assembly period on Sunday morning. Plan for 
discussions based on this theme. 


Encourage family visitation — a family calling on other families with the objective of bringing whole families into 
the Sunday School.
